LICENSES  ISSUED  FOR  BIOLOGICAL  PRODUCTS,  APRIL  1937 

License  no.  125  was  issued  April  7,  1937,  to  the  Aurora  Serum  Co.,  Aurora  III., 
for  anti-hog-cholera  serum  and  hog-cholera  virus. 

License  no.  204  was  issued  April  21,  1937,  to  The  Gland-O-Lac  Co.,  Nineteenth 
and  Leavenworth  Streets,  Omaha,  Nebr.,  for  fowl-typhoid-paratyphoid  bacterin 
and  mixed  bacterin  (for  turkeys). 

LICENSES  TERMINATED,  APRIL  1937 

License  no.  125,  issued  January  1,  1921,  to  the  Aurora  Serum  Co.,  Aurora,  111.,, 
was  terminated  April  7,  1937,  because  of  changes  made  in  the  arrangements  for 
final  bleeding  of  hyperimmune  hogs  and  conducting  autopsies.

Illinois  Central  Railroad  Co.,  interstate  movement  of  infectious  cars  without 
prior  cleaning  and  disinfection  under  Bureau  supervision  (two  cases) ,  $200  fines. 

Packers  and  Stockyards  Law 

In  connection  with  the  prosecution  of  certain  firms  which  failed  to  file  applica- 
tions for  license  under  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  the  following 
fines  have  been  assessed:

Proceedings  were  instituted  against  Burt  L.  Harris,  Spokane,  Wash.,  for  failure 
to  file  an  application  for  registration  under  title  III  of  the  act.  Mr.  Harris 
.settled  this  case  by  payment  of  $150. 

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  535. — In  re  Russel  Marker,  Springfield,  Ohio.  The  Acting  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  on  March  23,  1937,  issued  a  second  inquiry  in  the  above- 
mentioned  docket.  On  May  15,  1936,  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist 
from  doing  business  without  executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable  bond  and 
was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  dealer  for  6  months,  with  leave  to  apply  for 
a  revocation  of  such  suspension  order  upon  the  showing  of  a  substantial  compliance 
with  that  order.  On  July  27,  1936,  respondent  notified  the  Department  that  he 
had  made  arrangements  to  pay  cash  or  give  certified  check  for  all  livestock  pur- 
chased at  the  Springfield  Live  Stock  Co.  Stockyards.  On  August  28,  1936,  the 
.suspension  order  was  revoked.  In  March  1937,  it  was  alleged  that  the  respondent 
was  making  purchases  on  said  market  of  livestock  for  which  he  was  not  paying 
cash  or  giving  a  certified  check  but  tendering  his  personal  check.  Therefore,  a 
second  inquiry  was  issued  against  him.  On  April  30,  1937,  respondent  filed  a 
satisfactory  bond.     On  May  18,  1937,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  no.  721. — In  re  Equity  Cooperative  Livestock  Sales  Assn.,  Inc.,  v.  Milwaukee 
Stock  Yards  Co.,  Milwaukee,  Wis.  Upon  the  petition  of  the  Equity  Cooperative 
Livestock  Sales  Association,  Inc.,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  March  22, 
1937,  ordered  a  hearing  against  the  Milwaukee  Stock  Yards  Co.  A  hearing  was 
commenced  on  March  29,  but  at  the  conclusion  of  the  petitioner's  case  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Milwaukee  Stock  Yards  Co.  stated  that  he  was  willing  to  withdraw 
from  the  previous  position  taken  by  the  stockyards  company  of  excluding  from 
its  market  agencies  who  were  not  operating  on  posted  public  stockyards,  where- 
upon, the  hearing  was  adjourned.     Therefore,  on  May  6  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  no.  735. — In  re  C.  J.  Rice,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  April  5,  1937,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  used 
certain  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practices  and  devices  in 
connection  with  the  handling  of  livestock  in  commerce.  On  April  9  respondent 
acknowledged  service  of  the  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things 
alleged,  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  Therefore,  on  May  4  respondent  was 
ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  the  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  decep- 
tive practices  and  devices  alleged. 

The  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  April  23,  1937,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had 
used  certain  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practices  and  devices 
in  connection  with  the  handling  of  livestock  in  commerce.  On  April  28  respondent 
acknowledged  service  of  the  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things 
alleged,  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  Therefore,  on  May  15  respondent  was 
ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  the  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive 
practices  and  devices  alleged.

The  Lamar  Livestock  Commission  Co.,  Inc.,  located  at  Lamar,  Colo.,  was 
posted  on  May  4,  1937,  as  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Act.  The  Owen  Bros.  Horse  &  Mule  Commission  Co.,  located  at 
Texarkana,  Tex.,  was  posted  on  May  24,  1937. 

PERMITTED  DIP  FOR  SCABIES 

Permission  has  been  granted  by  the  Department  to  the  General  Chemical 
Co.,  40  Rector  Street,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  to  distribute  N.  P.  C.  Nicotine  Sulphate 
for  use  in  official  dipping  of  sheep  and  cattle  for  scabies  under  the  name  "Orchard 
Brand  Nicotine  Sulphate",  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  B.  A.  I.  Order 
309.  The  dilution  at  which  this  dip  is  permitted  to  be  used  is  1  gallon  concen- 
trated product  to  not  more  than  960  gallons  of  water. 

SPECULATION  BY  EMPLOYEES  IN  STOCKS,  BONDS,  OR  COMMODITIES 

All  officials  and  employees  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
whether  under  competitive  civil  service  or  not,  are  hereby  informed  that  specu- 
lation on  their  part  or  in  their  behalf  in  corporate  stocks  or  bonds  or  in  com- 
modities is  contrary  to  Government  policy.  This  is  in  accordance  with  a  letter 
dated  April  22,  1937,  from  the  President  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  The 
President  said: 

"I  believe  it  to  be  a  sound  policy  of  the  Government  that  no  officer  or  em- 
ployee shall  participate  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  transaction  concerning  the 
purchase  or  sale  of  corporate  stocks  or  bonds  or  of  commodities  for  speculative 
purposes,  as  distinguished  from  bona  fide  investment  purposes.  Engagement  in 
such  speculative  activities  by  any  officer  or  employee,  whether  under  the  com- 
petitive civil  service  or  not,  should  be  among  the  matters  considered  by  heads  of 
departments  and  establishments  and  by  the  Commission  in  passing  upon  ques- 
tions concerning  his  qualifications  for  retention  or  advancement."
